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Dr. Gesenius, who, for his learning, is in the 
highest repute with the students, and has even 
‘nore hearers than Dr. Wegscheider, avows as de- 
cisive an unbelief as he, in the fundamental doc- 
trines and the miracles of the Scriptures. ‘The 
Old ‘Testament forms the chief subject of his lec- 
tures. During their delivery, loud laughter, in 
some cases olten repeated, is a common occurrence 
among the students, and this laughter is frequent- 
ly directed against the contents of the sacred vol- 
ume. When, for example, Abraham’s intercession 
for Sodom is quoted, (Gen. xviii, 23—31,) he re- 
marks, ‘ chaflering (bargaining) was character- 
istic of the Jews.” Vie calls the Psalmists ‘old 
hypocrites,” and the 184th Psalm, ‘ the mere song 
of a watchman.” From these specimens, our read- 
ers will perceive in what spirit this important por- 
tion of the history of the church is treated in his 
Tectures.* 

We add some retnarks for those who reply to 
statements of this sort, that the truth cannot be 
better promoted than by unrestricted freedom of 
discussion. Jt is true that the word of God with- 
out any human aid can make its own way, and 
even in opposition to worldly power; and a state 
of things like that in England, where public invi- 
tation is frequently given to bring forward objec- 
Aions to divine truth, where there is an unrestrain- 
ed diffusion of works hostile to Christianity, and 
where atthe anniversary of the Bible Society, a lit- 
‘tle Tract against the spread of the Bible has been 
put by the Papist opposers of the Society, into the 
ands of those who were assembled at the doors, 
—such a state of things, experience proves, rather 
promotes than hinders the spread of the Gospel 
and the building up of the chureh of God, beeause 

Christians enjoy and use equal liberty. But it 

should be remembered that the professors of the- 

ology in the German universities are appointed 
and paid by the state, and that they exercise the 
exclusive privilege of teaching. Whoever vecu- 
pies the ollice of a minister in the chureh must 
have been under their instruction. Add to this, 
that at Halle, the members of the Theological tac- 
‘ulty, with a single exception, are also members of 
‘the commission for examining and licensing candi- 
dates. When the nature and extent of these pow- 
ers are considered, it will be plain that they ought 
not to he exercised by any who are not sound in 
doctrine, according to the vontessions of faith of 
the church, and that to tulow the principle of un- 
limited freedom of sent} nent to the professors, must 
have the most injurious effect upoa the students, 
and upon the chu. ches committed to their care, 

May the farts here communicated, which are 
not new indeed, but which have not been sutlicient- 
ly weighed, at length excite the earnest attention of 
all sinvere friends to the church of Christ in Geéi- 
mavy, ad awaken them to endeavor by prayer by 
Word and by deed to heal the wounds which infi- 
delity has inflicted and still inflicts upon ‘this tand 
$0 richly blessed by the Reformation. 

* These commanicationa, so far as they regard Dr. Wegs- 
cheider, are founded on well written notes of the students 
at the lectures, and as respects Dr. Gesenius on oral testi- 
anony.

LATEST FROM MR, BREWER, 
Vw the Brig William and Henry, arrived at this port on 
Friday last, we received the following letter from the Rev. 


Mr. Brewer. —Eds. Ree. 








Smyrna, April 23, 1830. 

CAENTLEMEN,—We have no intelligence of special inter- 
est from any of our missionary brethren. Rev. Mr. Lewis, 
hy the last accounts, was within two day's journey of om 
Jewish brethren at Cesares. He was suffering from ill 
health, and had experieaced nota little inconvenrence froin 
the disbanded Turkish soldiers in interior, ved from 
most tuclemeat weather aud the worst ef roads. Onur 
American brethren, Rev. Messrs. Smith and Dwight, left 
here on theiy may to Armenia eleven days ago. We shall 
probably hear of their arrival at Constantinople by the meat 
post. 

A few days since, we had letters from Mr. King, who 
was then well and diligently oceupied in the eare of tis 
school. Dr. Korek writes us from Syra, “Tam sure you 
would rejoice to see the flourishing state of the work you 
begun. Three hundred and forty bovs and two hundred and 
ten girls are now un ler my care. We have two echools of 
mutual instruction and two grammar chisses of each sex.’’ 

We ourselves have already collected here eighty Greek 
giilsin a school, which has foand favor in the sight of the 
good people of Smyrna, At our last monthly concert, one 
of our moat distinguished merchanis, John Lee, Eeq. came 
forward with a donation of 40 New Testaments, and head- 
eda subscription which has eince amounted to 140 pias- 
tres in behalf of these interesting children. Lhave a 
been down across the country to Scio, and from that place 
have most urgent invitations for some litle aid to rebuilding 
their ruined institutions. Besides, schools to an indefinite 
extent may be established among the seven churches of 
Asia, and the numerous Greck population around, in which 
the New Testament would be daily read.

Jewish Converts.—Rev. Mr. Lewis writes from Smyr- 
wa, in December last ;—My first concern on coming here 
was to make inquiries respecting Jolin — and his 
brethren, who have embraced Christianity. learned that 
they were still in Kaiserich, (the ancient Caesarea of Cap- 
padocia,) or the neighborhood, in exile, to the nuthber of 
eighteen or twenty ; some «ay three and twenty, It is said 
by the Armenians, that they are all good Christians, and 
spend their hours in studying the New-Testament.”’ 

Under date of Jan, 4, he says ;—‘* | have been assured 
that there are about 150 more Jews at Constantinople 
known to be ready to embrace the faith, as soon as those 
who are in exile at Cwsarea are given their freedom ; and it 
is supposed, that, when the spirit of persecution ceases, ma- 
ny others will immediately apply for haptiem, who are for 
the present keeping their intentions concealed. Tt is grati- 
| fying to think that even several (as T have been informed is 
the case,) unwilling to delay so long as others, obtained 
baptisin of the Armenians privately, and fled from Constan- 
linople before it was discovered that they had done so; tt 
is said that they have come down toward Smyena, but keep 
themselves concealed.” 

Mr. B. Barker, dated Smyrna, Dec, 17, rays ;—* Tt ap- 
pears, that, at the time of baptiam of the sixteen Jews at 
Constantinople, forty more were on the point of being ad- 
mitted into Christ's Chureh ; but were prevetttéd by the 
Jews, who got intimation of their intention.”

Subscriber’? requests r views in relation to the practice of 
some professors of religion, in speaking fo or of ministers 
of the gospel by the familiar appellation of Brother, and 
you have expressed your disapprebation of it. 
~ Wil you confer a similar favor on me, by an answer to 
the following questions? Is it proper for ministers, to 
ak to or of private Christians by the appellation of 
Brother ¢ Would not such « condescension derogate frou 
the * decency and order’? of the gospel? ‘Timorny, 
Reply.—The first of ** Timothy’s’’ questions we answer 


in the affirmative ; the second in the negative. Tt is proper 
for ministers to address private Cliristians as brethren, be- 
cause they are brethren, or equ ds. They have a common 
humanity, and are brethven as men; they are equal as be- 
lievers in Christ, and as Clristians, are therefore brethren. 
It is proper that these relations should be acknowledged, 
where they can be without implying a relation which does 
notexist. The apostles addressed all believers as brethren, 
and their practice is an example to ministers of the gospel 
in every age. For the minister to do this, would not be a 
** condescension”’ that would ‘ derogate from the decency 
and order of the gospel;’’ for the gospel throughout requires 
condescension, but forbids us to arzsume what our station 
does not warrant.

occasion did refer to those passages of scripture mentioncd 
by your correspondent ; and which appears to have excite t 
so inuch surprise in his mind as to have caused him to make 
it known to the public ; bot T referred to them in a very 
different way from what is represented in his comuunica- 
tion. 

He very gravely tells us, afier saying that I ** named the 
case of Naaman as a proof that immersion is the only 
seriptural mode for baptizing,” that he has attentively looh- 
ed the passage through, aud can find in’ it no reference 
whatever to baptism! And with regard to the passage 
alluded to in Exodus, if it has any reference at all tu bap- 
tiem, he thinks ** tis a strong argument in favor of sprink- 
ling as the mode!” He then closes his communication by 
asking, with an air of triumph and significance, * Who 
baptized Naaman? Was there ever a case haowh that a 
person baptized himself ???—with other questions equally 
shrewd aad intimidating. 

Now your correspondent, from the impression which 
recins to ‘have been made upon his mund hy my remarks, 
must suppose that Twas wonderfully stupid, as well as uu- 
fortunate, in stumbling upon passages for proof in support of 
baptism, which contain not a word about it; aad LE doubt 
not, by his representation, has made not a few others 
think so. It may, however, appear in the sequel, that he 
has committed an error as gross and unfortunate us that 
which he has attributed to me. 

Now it is very possible, PT admit, considering the nature 
of the subject, that | was not so explicit and simple in iy 
remarks as I should have been; this appears to have been 
the actt, at least, wich regard to your correspondent.

The committee to whom was re-eommitted the 
report on the reference from the Presbyteries of 
| Madison and Lancaster, reported: and their report 
was adopted, and is as lollows, viz: 
That said Presbyteries invite the attention of the 
General Assembly, to certain slanderous reports ex- 
tensively circulated against the Presbyterian and 
other denominations, involving the charge of an at- 
tempt on the part of these denominations, to unite 
Church and State, and thus subvert the civil in- 
stitutions of our country; and intimate their de- 
sire that this Assembly would take order on the 
subject, and by some public act, disabuse them- 
selves and their constituents of such unfounded, 
and injurious imputations, 

In the opinion of your committee, no public act 
is necessary on the part of this Assembly, to refute 
acharge wholly unsupported by testimony and 
facts; nor any exposition of their principles in re- 
lation to civil magistracy and the claims of the 
church demanded, other than that contained in 
our ecclesiastical standards, and published to the 
world, 

For the better information, however, of any who 
may be in danger.of imposition from unfounded 
statements, the Assembly would refer to the fol- 
lowing exhibition of their principles as contained in 
the aceredited constitution of their clureh.

The Temper- 
ance cause is making rapid progress in Scotland. 
On the sth of March a meeting was leld in Glas- 
vow, at which the Rev. Mr. Fraser, of New- 
York, gave an account of the origin, plan, and 
success of Temperance Societies im America, 

He was tollowed by Professor Edgar, of Dulilin, 
the Trish apostle of temperance, and by the Rev, 
Mr. Beattie. The meeting was crowded to over- 
flowing, H nd anothe rineeting Wwiae appointed to 


be held the next day, for the accommodation of 


gentiemen who were unable to gain admitlance. 
On the 22d of March, Mr. braser preached on 


the subject of temperance, before a meeting of 


the Glasgow ‘Ts mperance Society. From the 
report of this Society, it appeared that they had 
already circulated 130,000 Tracts; that Societies 
had been formed jo various parts of Scotland, 
containing in all not less than 1400 members, 
and of these not less than 120 had formerly been 
intemperate, The effort was just commenced, 
and it was expected that the number would be 
doubled ina tew weeks. ‘Two meetings were 
subsequently held, both of which were addressed 
by Mr. Fraser.

In Norwich Ct. at the farm which her great grandfather
